Ten car-loads of tea were forwarded 
to the East by fast train Thursday. 
The Aimee Opera Bouffe troupe left 
Sacramento yesterday for New York. 
The M arysville rag-carpet factory is 
running three looms, and has all "the 
orders it can fill. 
A Sacramento bootblack, who was 
arrested lor bcinir drunk, is now sup­ 
posed to he insane. 
The funeral of the late Vincent Tor- 
ti 11, mho committed suicide at Sacra­ 
mento, was largely attended Thurs­ 
day. 
Tlie California and Oregon stages 
now leave Redding, going north, 011 
tlie arrival of tlie ears at 12 o’clock 
midnight. 
Humphrey K ing was caved upon in 
tlie North ÍStar Mine, Grass Valley, 
Wednesday morning and instantly 
killed. 
Tlie A m ity Base Ball Club of .Sacra­ 
mento will next Sunday play a match 
game with tlie A thletics of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Mat. Fay, who recently made a mur­ 
derous assault upon Louis L’tehig, 
near Sacramento, has been admitted 
to bail in the sum of $4,000. 
Wm. II. Sm ith’s dwelling-house at 
Cottonwood, Shasta county, was des­ 
troyed by fire 011 Thursday. 
Loss be­ 
tween three and four thousand dollars; 
nothing saved. 
On Thursday the State Controller is­ 
sued a warrant in favor of the Pacific 
Dredging Companv for $84,000, to pay 
for a dredging machine furnished for 
the improvement of San Francisco 
harbor. 
Asa Anderson, of Visalia, is treating 
the squirrels of his neighborhood very 
successfully to doses of strychnine. He 
is now almost free from their ravages, 
w hile his neighbors are sore'y afflicted 
by the litt-e pests. 
C. G. Swenson, sentenced at Stock­ 
ton to three years imprisonment in tlie 
Stale Prison 011 a charge of assault to 
com m it murder, has been granted a 
stay of proceedings, pending the result 
of an appeal to the Supreme Court. 


The Territories. 


Crop prospects in Clark county, W. 
T., were never better. 
The m ilitary surveys 011 San Juan 
Island have been commenced. 
Prospectors are still 
filing out of 
Olympia, W. T., for the mountains. 
Tlie water of Puget .Sound is just 
now very full of the spawn of the jelly 
fish. 
The letting of the mail contract on 
Puget Sound has not yet been an­ 
nounced, and it is believed that it has 
not yet been let, but that the contract 
will be again put up for bids. 
The taxes levied in K ing county, 
W. T., for the year 1874 amount to 
£27,345 60, of which $22,015 51 has 
bee 1 collected, 
leav’ng delinquent, 
with what was previously delinquent, 
$5,245 69. 
Tlie Tacoma Tribune says: “Some 
trouble has arisen between the North­ 
ern Pacific Railroad and 
Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and open 
hostilies are now waged 
by eaeli 
against the other.” 
An incendiary fire in tlie rear of Mc­ 
Daniel’s Theater, at Cheyenne, W yo­ 
ming, lately, burned W hipple’s gro­ 
cery store, Landam’s meat market, 
and damaged Murrin’s wholesale liq­ 
uor store. 
Loss, $15,000; 110 insur­ 
ance. 
The Avalanche, Silver City, Idaho, 
thus describes a windy day there: 
“ The wind tore through the streets, 
aud tore through the houses, freighted 


own with heaps of dust, dry goods 
.oxen, granite boulders, cordwood and 
horseshoe nails. 
It was fearful.” 


Oregon Items. 


Lane county is excited over sm all­ 
pox rumors. 
W ells, Fargo & Co. have establishc' 
an agency at Marshfield, Coos county. 
The new bridge across Little Pud 
ding river, a few miles from Salem, 
will be 330 feet long. 
The Corvallis GazrAtc 1ms been de­ 
signated by Governor Grover as tin 
litigant paper of Benton county. 
Machinery for a small steamer to 
ply on the Yaquina river has been sent 
across tlie mountains from Corvallis. 
Under the recent appropriation 01 
school money Benton county is en­ 
titled to $1,422 50, coin; and $351 15, 
currency. 
Tlie Coos Bay and Oregon Coal Mine 
is to be properly opened immediately, 
under tlie supervision of Dr. Henry, 
manager. 
Recently three different rain-clouds 
were observed in Albany Prairie dis­ 
charging copious showers at the same 
time, m iles apart. 
A man by the name of Thomas J ’ 
Watson, in Albany, on the 2d, at­ 
tempted to commit suicide by taking 
laudanum, hut being discovered 111 
time, and physicians called, Ins ¡ t- 
tempt was foiled, and lie was soon 
pumped dry and brought to all rigli;. 


British Columbia. 


Captain Doane of Olympia writes 
encouraging news from Dease Creek, 
B. C. 
His prospecting party lias been 
successful. 
The people of the Province are hold­ 
ing meetings in every neighborhood, 
and condemning tlie action of tin- 
local Government 011 tlie railroad 
question. 
A large number of Indians are con­ 
gregating at .St. Mary’s Mission, where 
an important religious ceremony is to 
take place. 
About 4,000 natives are 
expected to be present. 
Marcus Smith will go from Victoria 
to the Mainland to push the railway 
survey, and will exam ine the nass 
discovered near Hope before proceeding 
to inspect the parties 011 the upper 
Fraser.

In his despair he will fly to the je w ­ 
elers, but the ostentati< m ttm d ard s 
of tim e in all the leading establish­ 
m ents w ill be found to vary from one 
to five minutes from each other. And 
now the question arises how can this 
chaotic state of affairs in our standards 
of tim e be remedied. 
Is there no such 
thing as true time for the meridian of 
Los A n gd es, or is it a will-o’-the- 
wisp, or a phantom w hich is ever de­ 
ceivin g and has no reality; or is it one 
of those questions in w hich 
m en ’s 
minds differ as much about as is 
shown by the m ajority 
of clocks, 
watches and chronometers ? 
N o such 
thing. 
The 
true tim e is a simple 
question founded upon the well-es­ 
tablished natural phenomenon 
that 
the earth revolves on its axis in a 
given period of tim e, w hich m ay be 
easily determined by any person pos­ 
sessed of the necessary instruments 
and the necessary experience. Correct 
tim e m ay be easily determined, but 
it is not so easily kept after it has 
been determined for the very best of 
clocks and chronometers vary far more 
than they are popularly supposed to 
do, hence the necessity for frequent 
connection 
by transit 
observation. 
Here it m ay be well to clear aw ay 
a 
little of 
the 
misunderstandings 
which exists am ong the general pub­ 
lic, regarding the running of tim e­ 
keepers 
generally. 
Some m anufac­ 
turers and dealers in watches are in 
the habit of publishing testimonials 
in their advertisements, from persons 
holding responsible positions in so­ 
ciety, which testifies that watch num ­ 
ber so-and-so did not vary two sec­ 
onds in six, tw elve or fourteen months. 
W e have not the slightest doubt but 
that the signers of these testimonials 
considered they were bearing witness 
to the exact truth, and 
that 
the 
watches had been compared b y some 
standard which 
only 
showed two 
seconds of variation in the periods of 
tim e specified; but those skilled in 
the science of horology know full well 
that it is beyond the lim its of that 
science to produce an y such results, 
as nothing made by tfie hand of man 
is perfect. 
E v e ry watch, clock, or 
chronometer, contains imperfections 
in a greater or less degree. 
N o pendu­ 
lum has yet been constructed which 
has 
absolutely 
compensated 
for 
changes of temperature, and changes 
in the density of the atmosphere; and 
no compensation 
balance 
has 
yet 
been invented w hich w ill cause the 
watch or chronometer to run at the 
6ame rate in moderate extrem es of 
heat and cold, and although the other 
parts of the mechanism were con­ 
structed on the very best principles 
known to the science, and executed in 
the most skillful m anner known to 
the art, only an approxim ation to per­ 
fection is all that we can expect, and 
it is all in reality that we obtain. 
Astronom ical clocks, 
which are the 
most reliable of all tim e measuring 
instruments, w hen compared at short 
intervals by transit observation do not 
show an average rate from year to 
year, nearer than one second a week, 
and m any have even a greater varia­ 
tion. 
A watch m ay lose in one day, 
run nearly correct the next, and on 
another day it m ay gain a second or 
more, and so keep changing back­ 
wards and forwards, and at the end of 
a given tim e it m ay agree with some 
supposed standard, w hich m ay also 
be incorrect. 
H ence arises all the 
misapprehensions in the public mind 
concerning the miraculous running of 
some watches, and the irregularity 
w hich is often unjustly credited to 
others. 
The question of establishing 
a reliable standard of time, w hich will 
be accessible and convenient to all the 
inhabitants of this city, has now to be 
considered, and in our opinion this 
important subject cannot be better af­ 
fected than through the agen cy of a 
good, 
reliable, 
town clock, 
placed 
under the care of a competent person, 
w ith a transit instrument to correct 
the same. 
The expense of erecting 
and m aintaining this would be insig­ 
nificant 
com iared 
w ith 
the 
ad­ 
vantages that would follow. 
The rail­ 
road companies and also the traveling 
public would alike be benefited, anti 
w atch-m akers would have equal cause 
to 
rejoice 
w ith 
those 
who 
wear 
watches and use clocks. 
W e hope 
that our city governm ent will give 
tliis subject their early attention, and 
that the long-felt want of reliable 
tim e for Los Angeles w ill soon be sup­ 
plied to the inhabitants.

Keller; Keller to the residence of T. 
Jeff. W hite, Esq. The grounds formed 
a most delightful place for holding 
the ceremonies with so large an as­ 
semblage present, securing a degree of 
camfort to all which would he impos­ 
sible to secure elsewhere. 
An ample 
platform had been erected for the ac­ 
commodation of the dignitaries.

was very tastefully docorated and had 
in fine relief a beautiful portait of 
W ashington. 
T H E CEREMONIES.

President Thompson having pre­ 
faced the resolution with some appro­ 
priate and eulogistic remarks, it was 
enthusiastically adopted by the im ­ 
mense audience. 
Mr. A. T. H aw ley then read the 
poem, composed by him for the occa ­ 
sion. 
It was a fine production, hut 
unfortunately lost its force by being 
read in such a m anner as to he hardly 
audible to any in the assemblage. Fol­ 
lowing we give it entire:

timated she was not an fa it in a charac­ 
ter possessing so few difficulties as the 
vivacious “ Jelly.” 
Mrs. Koster is 
graceful and self-possessed, speaking 
with ease, and always correctly. 
H er 
voice, 
however, 
is not sufficiently 
strong to fill a hall as large as that in 
which 
she appeared on Saturday 
evening. 
This defect m ay perhaps 
disappear in tho Improvement that 
comes with training and culture. 
If 
we were disposed to subject her to 
severe criticism, we would say th at she 
could 
improve 
tho personation of 
“ Cleo” by throwing into it a shade 
more dusli, naivotte and vivacity 
In 
Mr. Lehm an we were agreeably dis­ 
appointed. 
H e evinced no small de­ 
gree of dramatic talent and his “ Tony 
Jam ” was, if we excect tlie faintest 
shadow of a disposition to overdo, 
which is almost always noticed in 
those who have lived but a brief period 
on the^bisti ionic stage, a good piece 
of acting. 
He is capable of doing 
much better. 
“ T o n y ” may serve as 
an indication, but it affords him no 
opportunity of demonstrating what he 
can do in the comedian line. In the 
farce 
“ Mistaken Id e n tity ” in the 
role of the “ Original John Schmidt,” 
Mr. E. E. Fisher acquitted liimse f 
so well th a t we could not help think­ 
ing a good stock comedian was lost 
when lie went into tlie jewelry busi­ 
ness. 
But while he can act out the 
perplexed Dutchm an 
to 
a 
degree 
which leaves little to be desired, we 
feel constrained to say that an even 
tolerable imitation of the German ac­ 
cent isone of the tilings no am ount of 
practice would enable him to excel 
in. 
H is efforts in that direction in 
the first part of tlie piece were as 
amusing as they were unsuccessful. 
He, however, made the miseries of 
poor old Schmidt a source of great 
am usem ent to the audience, Tiie lit­ 
tle pass in the manly art of wulf-defense 
between " T e d d y ” (Mr, H. Koster) 
and “ Old 'Ohniidt ” (Mr, E. E. Fish­ 
er), was a good bit of aciiog. 
As 
“ Mrs. P lentiful,” Mrs. Koster, was 
again the graceful actress. 
B. E dlt- 
inan’s “ Clearstarch” did him credit. 
Tlie other characters, “ Capt. Blow- 
h a rd ” (I). Levy), “ Chas. Sobberly” 
(M. Lehmanj, “ Mr. P le n tifu l” (G. 
M. Watson), “ Miss Arabella Blow- 
h a rd ” (Miss E. Lansing), “ M issPer- 
severenee” (Miss M. Archer), afforded 
no opportunity for a display of talent, 
and we pass tnem without comment. 
As a whole tlie performance was good 
and the company displayed local dra­ 
matic talent of which Los Angeles 
m ay well afford to feel proud.
